Secret Result of Husband’s Pride. 


When Mrs, Stevenson told of the mar- 
riage, which she said they had hidden for

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three years, she told of her husband’s great 


pride and said that he often gave his finan- 
cial difficulties as the reason he could not 
announce their marriage to the world. She 
appeared broken hearted over the death and 
could give no facts which threw any 
further light on it. She said they were mar- 
ried in Chicago three years ago, and ton- 
vinced Mr. Stevenson's friends that she was 
telling the truth. 

The story of the woman who anpetanthe 
was married to Mr. Stevenson in Hammond, 
Ind., Feb. 21, 1905, failed to dovetail with the 
facts as given by Mrs. Stéevetison, and the 
lawyers were puazied more than ever. 

It ie not believed the two are the same. 
Clifford Stevenson, general. freight agent 
for the Clover Leaf railroad, a brother of the | 
dead man, arrived from Toledo in the even- 
ing and immediately engaged a detective 
to unravel the mystery. 

Thinks Brother Was Murdered. 

Mr. Stevenson expressed indignation at the 
lack of interest the police had shown. 

“ My brother was evidently murdered and 
I shall leave nothing undone to unearth his 
murderers,” said he. “ Of course, I know 
nothing of the case excepting what I have 
been told since my arrival, but I do know 
that there was no motive whatever for his 
taking hie own life. Weare of an old Ken- 
tucky family. My brother's marriage was 
known to myself and held secret from the fact 
that he was proud and probably not able to 
maintain his wife in the manner desired and 
as became his own bringing up. He had told 
hie friends here that he would soon be finan- 
cially able to support her in the manner he 
wanted her to live, that he wasto have a $500 
fee on Monday. 

“ He did not drink to any extent, was do- 
mestic, thoroughly so, and did not gamble. 
His reverses were known to me and we helped 
one another. 

“tis secret marriage might have preyed 
upon him at times when he did not have much 
money, but' not sufficiently to make him de- 
spondent. He was murdered, that’s all there 
is to it, and for why and by whom I will find 
out, The police here have been listless in the 
matter and what little that bas been found 
regarding the matter has originated absolute- 
ly with the newspaper reporters. They have 
done all the work that hae been done and I 
thank them sincerely.” 

Story of Hammond Marriage. 

From Hammond came this version of a 
marriage with Miss Aveda Marsiand, an 
Australian, in 1906. County Judge McMahon 
said he remembered the couple perfectly be- 
cause of the sensational scene in his office 
on the morning they were married: 

“ Barly in February, a year ago,” said the 
judge, “Stevenson entered my office, and 
with an air of great mystery asked for a 
consultation. He said: 

‘** Judge, I am in trouble and I want you 
to help me out. There is a woman trying to 
force me to marry her and I want you to 
help me get rid of her. She demands that I 
marry her. I have done everything under 
heaven to get rid of her, but I'm afreid she’s 
got me where she wants me.’ 

“* What do you want me to do?” I asked 
him. 

“<The only thing to do,’ was the reply, 
‘is to make her think she’s married. It will 
be easy for you to arrange a fake ceremony, 
something with a leak init. She has prom- 
ised to leave me if I marry her, and anything 
to make her think she’s married will do.’

The north side cable car system passed into 
history at an extremely early hour this 
morning without anybody being aware of 
the exact time except Supt. Herzog of the 
Union Traction company. Even the famed 
equestrian, Dr. M. F’. Doty, did not gpot the 
fading moment of the farewell. 

The final train, as discovered afterward, 
was Lincoln avenue No. 23 (the number is 
uncertain). 

The “ rope’ method of transportation was 
choked off half an hour ahead of time in 
order to foil the souvenir hunters. Several 
thousand persons who had assembled on 
street corners and along the curbs in the 
downtown district, waiting with enthusiasm 
and exuberance to overrun the * last " 
cable train and chop it into fragments, had 
their trouble for nothing.

With a strip of burlap for a swaddling cloth 
and the half of a barrel for a cradle, Stanis- 
law Lesinak looked out om the world for the 
first time yesterday. It was a gray world, 
with great mountains of ashes and canyons 
of slag, with mesas and valleys of coal dust 
and a desert of ragweed and paper. 

Stanislaw saw the wonderful new world 
through a hole in a canvas. He was born in 
a cave at the Ninety-fifth street Gump of the 
Illinois Steel compny. | 

It was no voluntary “ reversiow to type” 
that drove Stanislaw’s parents to the retreat 
in the cave; it was grim necessity, the losing 
struggie with civilized men. 

When Anton Lesinak and his wife Catherine 
came to Chicago ten daye ago from Elmira, 
N. Y¥., they had had nothing to eat for three 
days. They could speak little English and 
knew no one in South Chicago, where they 
found themselves when they alighted from 
the box car in which they had traveled. 


Seeks Work; Finds None. 

Anton, who is Polish, met some fellow coun- 
trymen, who sent him to the steel mills and 
the harvester works to search for work. He 
could not get past the guards at the gates 
and returned each night to Catherine empty 
handed. The only food they had was the 
leftovers of a free lunch counter, given them 
by @ Polish saloon nae, to whom Anton had 
appealed. 

Late one afternoon, when they sought the 
shelter of their box car, which had been 


Anton and Catherine stood at the edge of 
the dump at Ninety-fifth street and watched 
the red flames from the steel mills flare 

against the darkening sky. They could see 
the workers gathered about the vessels of 
molten tron glowing like great evil eyes, and 
the arms of a giant crane swinging behind 
the walls. 

Seek Shelter of the Dump. 

Catherine was weak and ill and Anton drew 
her with him into the dump. 

“I will ake shelter for you,”’ he said. 

His wife watched him silently as he clawed 
and tore a hole in an embankment of slag 
and carried scraps of boards to put over the 
roof, and brought a tattered canves to serve 
as a door. 

Policeman Craigin of the South Chicago 
station was led to the cave by the father 
yesterday. Stanislaw was but a few hours 
old. Dr. Sydney McLeod was summoned and 
the child and the mother were taken to the 
South Chicago hospital after the walls of the 
shelter had been torn away to permit them to*® 
be carried from it.

“Dr.” Fisher based his hopes on the pros- 
pect of getting the traction ordinances be- 
fore the council committee on local trans- 
portation this week. Within two weeks 
thereafter it is believed the ordinances can 
be before the whole council.

ISGAME TO ENGLEWOOD 
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It is as. unreliable to draw conclusions 


from the results of a short series ae it is 


to attempt to predict its outcome. Yet there 
is a fair presumption, admitted by all, that 
the strength of the White Sox had been 
underestimated and that of Chance’s men 
overestimated by the general public before 
the clash. It alto seems to have been shown 
that the eight clubs of the National league 
are not so closely matched in strength 
as the eight teams in the American league. 
This would account for some of the wide 
discrepancy between the batting strength 
of the two clubs during their championship 
seasons and during the world’s series, 


Difference Shown in Figures. 

Another illustration of the difference in 
the balance of the eight clubs of the National 
league as compared with that of the teams 
in the younger organization is found in the 
final percentages. Chance’s men finished 
with a record breaking percentage of .7638 
while the Box’s final percentage was -616. 
The New York Giants beat the Sox in games 
won and Pittsburg, in third place, was only 
eight points behind the pennant winners of 
the American league. On the other hand, 
five of the American league clubs won more 
than half thelr games and six of them finished 
with a higher percentage than did Philadel- 
phia, which landed fourth in the National 
league. 

So complete an upset of general caicula- 
tions as occurred in the recent world’s series 
was bound to bring to the surface once more 
that irrepressible class which cannot helieve 
any sport honest unless things come out as it 
thinks they will. These doubters can do the 
great game little harm, because the great 
rank and file of the fans, who make baseball 
possible by their constant patronage, dey in 
and day out, season after season, know too 
well the uncertainties of the game and the 
impossibility of “ fixing *’ it in advance, to 
listen to the mudslingers. 


Series Last Fall Basis for “Dope.” 

Much of the basis for the favoritism of 
Chance’s men over the White Sox was the 
overwhelming defeat of both the Athletics 
and Sox in the post-season games of 1905. 
It was figured the Chicago Nationals could 
not lose, because they beat the Sox so easily 
the year befcre, and had been strengtnened 
much since then. But if the entire period 
during which interleague games have been 
played by the present majors is taken into 
consideration, it is found the New York-Phil- 
adelphia and Chicago series of 1905 were con- 
siderably out of line with the “ dope."’ Yet 
those series were not considered open to 
suspicion. 

The White Sox this year won back for the 
American league the world’s championship, 
which it had held for two seasons previous 
to 1905. Since peace was declared in 1903 in- 
terleague games have been played every 
spring and-.fall, and the complete record of 
them shows the American league clubs have 
won ninety and lost sixty-three games with 
National league clubs. This includes all 
games, whether or not the two teams have 
played a reguler series of games. If it is 
argued that spring games are not a true test 
of the merits of competing teams, the record 
is sti in favor of the American league on 
past performances. Taking the post-season 
or fall games only, the younger organization 
has wen fifty-four and lost thirty-nine to the 
old league. Of the spring games the Amer- 
ican league has won thirty-six and lost twen- 
ty-four. 

American League Leads. 


Taking three games as the lowest pergiissa- 


ble number to call a “series,”’ there have 


n twenty-one series played between the 
erlcan and National leagues in the last 


year, and all of the series played this year, 
two in the spring at St. Louis and Philadel- 
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four seasons. Of these the Americans have 
won thirteen and the Nationals four, while 
four series have resulted In ties. The Na- 
tional league has won two spring series and : 
two post-season series in fouryears. The St. 
Louis cardinals defeated the browns in the 
spring of 1904, Brooklyn won a series from 
Detroit in the spring of 1905, the Glants won 
the world’s series last fall, and Chance’s men 
won the Chicago series of the samé year, 
Two spring series and two fall series have re- 
sulted in draws.

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DEATH COMES TO ‘BUCK’ EWING. 


Famous Catcher Succumbs to Diabetes 
and Paralysis at His Homein 
Cincinnati. 


Cincinnati, O., Oct. 20.—[Special.]—William 
Buckingham Ewing, the famous old ball 
player, known all over the country as 
“ Buck’ Ewing, died late this efternoon at 
his home in the east end. His death was 
due to diabetes and paralysis. The veteran 
had been in poor health for the last three 
years, but was not confined to his room 
until the last few weeks. Yesterday after- 
noon he began sinking and the end came 
quickly. Ewing leaves a widow and son and 
daughter, aged 12 and 14. 

During his career on the diamond he ac- 
cumulated a small fortune that enabled him 
to Mve comfortably after he retired from 
the game in 1899. During the ’00s * Buck ”’ 
Ewing was one of the most popular idols of 
baseball fans in all parts of the country. 

Ewing was a Cincinnati product, born and 
bred. and a gradvate of that most prolific 
of all baseball schools in thie part of the 
eountry, the “ bottoms” that skirt the Ohio 
river. His first entrance into the profes- 
sional field was with Troy, N. Y. From 
there he went to New York, where he starred 
as champion catcher of the country and 
earned the fame that made the name of 
‘ Buck’ Ewing known to every schoolboy 
that has handled a baseball in the last twen- 
ty years. 

After leaving the Giants Ewing became 
connected with the old Cleveland Nationa) 
team. His next move on the diamond was 
to return to his native city in 1896 to assume 
the management of the Cincinnati reds. For 
a time he managed the players from first 
base, but later he handled the team from 
the bench. For three years he worked with 
might and main to land the pennant, but 
never reached better than third place. He

Previous 
to annual shows there always are similar 
suggestions. Prices are bound to fell, say 
some; overproduction ultimately must pro- 
duce this effect, declare others. 

Yet machines continually dre bought and 
sold at catalogue prices, while it is recog- 
nized that several firms are in a position to 
halve their selling prices and still make a 
profit with which ordinary mortals wouid be 
content. It is an established fact that the 
majority of houses are not in such post- 
tion indeed are far fromit. Inquiry among 
agents shows that so far as cheap automo- 
biles are concerned, the price tends to rise 
all the time. 

At the show last year one single cylinder 
machine which drew the attention of every- 
body by reason of its simplicity and cheap- 
ness met with such success that this year 
the price is to be raised, not much, but suf- 
ficient to raise it from the rank of cheap 
vehicles to that of the more moderate priced. 
This is a mere indication of the condition of 
things. 

It- will be necessary to.wait untli the show 
is in full swing to ascertain the actual condi- 
tion of the market for 1907. 

M. Charley, an agent, however, ridicules 
the idea that automobiles will be cheaper 
next year. He says overproduction has been 
only in the poor, cheap machines, and de- 
elares all the leading French houses this 
year have done a better business then ever.

Though this eppointment is more or less 
experimental, it is naturally regarded with 
dismay by the male culinary: artists. P. 
Ackerman, secretary of the Chef society, 
asked whet he thought about the matter. 
said: 

“This ien't the only case by any means. 
There is a big movement on at the present 
itime>to employ women as chefs. A Man- 
‘chester hotel, for instance, which formerly 
had a man chef, with a staff of twelve cooks, 
has replaced these with a small. army of 
women. 

“Only yesterday I heard that a woman 
had replaced the male chef in ea large resi- 
dential hotel in. the West End. I know of 
other changes of a similar.tieture which 
are in contemplation. There seemis to be a 
wave of women overwhelming the profes- 
sion, but,’ he added with'a smile, “IT think 
it will end all right. A staff of wonien 
cooks was tried at the Hotel de Provence 
in Leicester equare a few years ago and the 
experiment lasted exactly a fortnight. 

“ Women can't replace trained professional 
men in first clase hotels and restaurants. A 
woman has not the temperament of a suc-

It 
will be well. to require.retailers to stamp 
cold storage goods from other cities, but 
that measure should be added to and not 
substituted: for,.the.. requirement that 
goods in:,cold storage in Chicago. be 
stamped at the ..warehouse. If this is 
done consumers will soon learn to give 
the preference: to goods which. have been 
stored here and about. which there can 
be no question, rather than those which 
may be reasonably supposed to have been 
in cold sterage but about which there is no 
information except that which is supplied 
by persons beyond oe reach a local courts. 


FORT. HERRY. 

The importance ef sentiment ‘among 
Americans is well illustrated by the feel- 
ing aroused by the report that\Fort Mc- 
Henry at Baltimore is to be abandoned by 
the war department. There was not much 
of real value in the ‘‘ Constitution ”. when 
it was proposed to lay it aside, but the 
ery of sentiment for “ Old Ironsides ” was 
so powerful that the government authori- 
ties were forced to give up their intentions. 
The evidence of this sentiment’s existence 
is everywhere, and now it finds fresh oc- 
casion: for expression in connection with 
the withdrawal of ‘the army from the 
famous fort at Baltimore. 

Fort. McHenry, like many another forti- 
‘fication along the Atlantic coast, has long 
since ceased to have any particular value 
as. a defense.. Newer and ‘better equip- 
ment has been provided to protect Bditi- 
more at Hawkins Point and North Point. 
Fora long time only a small number of 
men have been kept at the post. Some 
army officials still believe that the fort 
has its value as a recruiting station and 
as a. place for the rapid mobilization of 
troops. It is convenient to Washington, 
Philadelphia, and New York, and in time 
of emergency ‘or public danger might 
prove extremely important to the govern- 
ment. But thése arguments do not seem 
to have é¢ffective weight wi the powers 
‘that control, and’ Fort McH will soon 
lose its soldiers: The morning and even- 
ing gun will no longer be fired as they 
have been for 116 years.

Queen Caroline... Sir Matthew not only pro- 
vided her with thé funds needed for the de- 
fense of the suit for divorce brought against 
her in the house of lords but also offered 
her a home at his house in London and fur- 
nished the money necessary for the con- 
veyance of her corpse from England to Bruns- 
wick, where she is entombed. . 

Much of the high favor in which Sir Evelyn 
was held by the late Queen Victoria through- 
out her reign was due to the fact that his 
grandfather, this same Sir Matthew Wood, 
had been a stanch and generous friend of her 
own father, the duke of Kent. The latter was 
living in Germany ina considerable amount 


of their only child, who afterwards became 
Queen Victoria. It was considered not mere- 
ly a matter of vital importance but abso- 
lutely indispensable that the child should be 
born in England in order to insure its rights 
of succession to the throne. For there was 
the danger that if the child was born abroad 
the duke of Cumberland, o would follow 
the child in the line of succession, would take 
advantage of its birth abroad and of the ab- 
sence of the cabinet minister, whose pres- 
ence at & royal birth is required by statute, to 
usurp the throne of England. - But the duke 
and duchess of Kent were s0 poor and s0 
debt ridden that they did not have the money 
either for the journey fo England or to effect 
such a compromise with their German cred- 
itors as would admit of their departure. 

It was at this moment that big hearted old 
Sir Matthew Wood came to their rescue. He 
paid off their debts in the town they were 
living in in Germany, and furnished them 
with the means for their journey to England, 
where they arrived two or three days before 
the birth of Victoria. When one recalls the 
attempt ‘made by the duke of Cumberland 
(afterwards king of Hanover) to secure pos- 
session of the English throne on the death of 
his. brother, William I1V., an attempt in 
which he was encouraged by the avowed 
sympathiés of a large element of the tory 
aristocracy, it witl be appreciated why Queen 
Victoria: was accustomed to regard herself 
as ina measure indebted for her possession 
of the British crown to the generosity of Sir 
Evelyn Wood's grandfather to her parents,

These facts are not contained in the 
of Sir Evelyn Wood, but 


connection therewith. Sir: Evelyn likewise 
neglects to mention in his book the true rea- 
gon of his failure to receive any command 
in the Boer war in spite of his soldierly offers 
to serve under Lord Kitchéner and Sir Red- 
vers Buller, both of whom were hig inferior 
in rank and seniority. The fact is that he 
is appallingly deaf, an infirmity regarding 
which he is extremely sensitive. . True, his 
hearing was’ affected through gunfire. But 
still at the same time deafness such as that 
from which he suffers cannot but be regarded 
as disqualifying a general from an important 
command in the field. 

With all that, he is a most polished courtier, 
and when the Empress Eugénie insisted upon 
going. out to Africa after the death of the 
prince imperial in order to visit the spot 
where his body had been found, Sir Dvelyn 
Wood was designated by the queen ‘to act 


Sir Evelyn started his career as a midship- 
man, and won the medal of the Legion of 
Honor at the age of 17 in the Crimean war. 
at the close of which he entered the army as 
@ cavalry officer,. winning the Victoria cross 
in the Indian mutiny. He is as clever in 
handiing infantry as cavairy, and after be- 
eoming a general, took the trouble to study 
for the bar, of which he is now a full fledged 
member...

Same Rule Would Apply to Organisms. 


It is a far cry indeed from a single celled micro- 
scopic organism so minute that a considerable num- 
ber are needed to populate a pin point, to the billions 
upon billions of celled metazoa such as whales and 
elephants and monkeys and men. In these organisms 
the countless cells are so differentiated that they form 
all the bones of the skeleton, the hard coat of the eye, 
the solidified glue of the nails, the hairs of the head, 
the enamel of the teeth; the wonderful substance of 
the brain, which may pulsate with poetry in Shaks- 
peare, with music in Wagner, or plan a Waterloo or 
Gettysburg. Still one cannot refiect upon Calkins’ ex- 
periments without a premonition that he has a clew. 

If a man can find a way to renew the substances 
of a single cell he may be able to find a way to renew 
a-cell colony. Sir John Labbock, now Lord Avebury, 
succeeded in keeping alive queen ants for thirteen and 
fifteen years.. There is no essential difference between 
the organization of ants and the organization of men. 
Authentic cases are known of men and women who 
lived ta.150 years and more, and in proportionate pos- 
session of their faculties.

Worn Out Energy May Be Restored. 

The energy of vitality is the energy of matter, says 
the microscope. Every night’s rest is a restoration of 
a fabric partly destroyed. 

Life can restore, vital activity is a restoration, a 
daily and hourly restoration. How can we get hold of 
the process so as to control it artificially? 

Dr., Wolfgang Welchardt, a German physician 
lately has made a long and arduous series of experi- 
ments, 800 or more. He puts test animals, like guinea 
pigs, on a. miniature treadmill and runs them until 
they fall dead from exhaustion. Then he extracts 
from the fatigued muscles of these animals a juice or 
sap. When this sap is injected into the veins of un- 
worked guinea pigs they show all the outward signs 
of fatigue, can endure no effort, their eyes stick out 
from their heads; at the end of twenty to forty hours 
they die. The sap from fresh unworked piggies shows 


no such effect. 
Dr. Weichardt then has found a fatigue subs*ance.

Aging Cells May Be Reinforced. 


This marvelously is near an idea of Metchnikoff’s. 
He thought some toxins might be found that would 


‘reinforce the aging cells and stimulate them to re- 


newed youth, that the fountain of youth was a bottle 
of age antitoxin. At least for temporary wear and tear 
Dr. Weichardt has about realized Metchnikoff's ideal. 

It is known that increased muscular activity re- 
quires an increased supply of oxygen. If we run we 
must breathe deep and hard. In the course of his in- 
vestigations Dr. Weichardt found that a much larger 
quantity of the fatigue poison could be obtained when 
the tired Out muscles were treated with reducing sub- 
stances—that is to say, with substances which rob 
oxygen from .others. The fatigue poisons disappear 
spontaneously when the muscles are given time to rest. 
It is conceivable that they simply are flushed out by 


Ahe circulation of the blood, but there is much in the ° 


recent advance of bio-chemistry to indicate that they 
simply are oxidized.

Mystery of Chemical Action and Reaction. 


In chemical reactions often the process is stopped 
by the accumulation of the products of the réaction. 
This exactly is what happens in electrolysis, when the 
products of the reaction accumulate about one of the 
electrodes. The reaction continues if we have some 
means of preventing or removing this accumulation, 
that is, a depolarizer. 

The idea is growing that the rule of oxygen in the 
chemical reaction of the body essentially is that of a 
depolarizer. This may be the rule of the anti-fatigue 
poisons. It may explain the reputed action of formic 
acid in preventing and felieving fatigue. g 

All this has an exceedingly important connection 
with old age, and Ponce de lLeon’s fountain, be- 
cause, firstly, old age is in some sense merely accu- 
mulated fatigue; and, secondly, because a striking, 
perhaps essential, condition -of senility 
oxidation. 

Now, a great and apeutial office of oxygen lies in 
neutralizing, removing, preventing the accumulation 
of the natural poisons produced by the bodily activ- 
ities. Lessened oxidation means an accumulation of 
these toxic products which results in.senile decay. 


* * 
It May Be Possible to Live Forever. 


If this be true, then if we can get hold of some way 
of maintaining and stimulating this oxidizing process 
we shall get_a long way in the maintenance of youth- 
ful vigor. 

To this also there has been a clew. A Russian pa- 
thologist, Belonovsxy, has shown that the hemolysins, 
the poison serums which in quantity destroy red cor- 
puscles, stimulate the production of the corpuscles 
when they are administered in small doses. This dis- 
covery already has been utilized to good purpose in 
treating anemia. Perhaps it will some time help to 
ward off old age. 

Such, then, is the borderland of old age knowledge. 
What lies beyond tomorrow will tell. Certain it is that 
the marvels which the last thirty or forty years have 
revealed will not end. The great body of knowledge 
already built up about the vital chemism, the rule of 
the ferments, the serums, the antitoxins, the body 
destroyers, and the body builders, can prove.to be but 
a powerfn!? engine for further advance, advance away 
from the dark kingdoms of old age into the summer 
land of everlasting youth.

= iene the Karens of Burma there is a 
close relation between the burial and the 


wedding ceremonies, and a death is made the. 


occasion of a wholesale courting,” said this 
per. “The body is placed on a bamboo 
form outside the hut and all the young 
men and girls gather there, singing and 
laughing. The men geat themselves on one 
side of the body and the girls on the other 
and there, as if made happy by the presence 
of death, they carry on their courtships— 
and the men select their wives. The Kirghiz- 
Kazaks are strong in their remembrance of 
the dead—and here may be food for religious 
thought for bible students m théir customs. 
After death the body is hastily buried, ar- 
rayed in white clothes, and every day for 
forty days after the death the mourners visit 
the tomb. The forty day period apparently 
is counted for no especial reason as yet dis- 
covered. 

“The Shans give the dead a good sendoff, 
putting money into the mouth to pay passage 
to the other world. The souls aré supposed 
to go into butterflies that flit away and the 
body must wait and pay its fare. The coffins 
are of highly colored tinsel and paper under 
a gaudy canopy. The wives parade with the 
body and the eldest son walks ahead with a 
sword, clearing the evil - -irits from the way. 
The bodies of priests and chiefs are burned. 

“The Bantu and the Veddas, alone of all 
tribes, have no ceremonies andappear to care 
nothing whatever about death. In both tribes 
the bodies are thrown into the bushes, coy- 
ered with leaves and brush, and left.

Tongans Mourn for Twenty Days. 


“One of the prettiest ceremonies is that 
of the Tongans, who mourn for twenty days. 
The body is washed, oiled, and arrayed in 
its best, then laid in a canoe, or cest, to- 
gether with the favorite implements or orna- 
ments. The relatives live for twenty days 
fn little huts near the house of mourning— 
and each day they go singing in a proces- 
sion to the sea shore to get white sand to fill 
the grave. On the twentieth day they have 
the final parade, gathering black and white 
pebbles to strew over the top of the grave 


“{n the floor of the hut. 


“The Turks, too, show great care and 
reverence for the bodies of the dead. ‘The 
body is laid upon the ‘ couch of comfort’ 
and carried into the courtyard, where the 
washing and anointing “is carried: on as a 
religious ceremony. The body is handled 


_ with extreme .care, for they believe that 


roughness will bring a curse. 

“Perhaps thé most elaborate ceremony of 
all the world is that of the Siamese. The 
coffin is a gorgeous affair of gilded paper, 
tinsel, or sometimes of gold and jewels. For 
three days the body lies in state and then 
is taken from the house through a special 
hole cut in the wall. Then the bearers carry 
the body three times around the house at a 
rapid -rate—so as to puzzle the ghost and 
make it impossible for him to find the house 
again. After the ghost is all mixed up as 
to where it formerly lived the body is car- 
ried in state to a barge and rowed slowly 
to the temple.* There the priests wash the 
face In cocoanut milk, andthe body is burned. 
This is the signal for the beginning of fes-

Burying Dead at Home. 
“The desire of every civilized person—to 
be buried ‘at home’ — its shown by the 
Mumias—who are Nilotic negroes. They first 


ibury.the body in the floor of the hut—with 


the head above ground—and watch it for 
months. Then they disinter the bones, wash 
and polish them, and carry them scores of 
miles to the old home of the tribe, where 
they are buried in sacred ground, This same 
‘homing ’ desire is shown by the Sakalava 
of Madagascar. ‘ There the bodies are buried 
in canoe shaped coffins—possibly so they can 
cross some Madagascar Styx—and the funer- 
als are accompanied by human sacrifices. A 
small portion of the body is cut off, placed in 
the hollow tooth of a crocodile, and the 
tooth is deposited in the sacred house at 
Mojanga. 

“ The Luleka bury their dead in the yards 
of houses with singing and dancing, and 
months afterward dig up the bones, wash 
them, and bury them in the sacred ground. 
Indians of North America place their dead 
on platforms above the earth, often killing 
a favorite horse to carry the dead to the 
happy hunting grounds. Beads, pipes, food, 
and water are supplied. Some tribes place 
the skulls in circles on the prairies. Dead 
Obongos are placed in hollow trees, the hol- 
lows being sealed up with mu Others are 
buried in the beds of streams, which are 
turned from their courses until the funeral 
ig over: The Filipinos bury the dead ostenta- 
tiously, with music and singing, and bury 
the favorite possessions with the bdédy. 

“Whether for sanitary reasons or not, the 
Sakai Malays have a habit of burning down 
the houses in which death occurs. Articles

Beggars Even in Death. 

“The ruling passion strong in @eath is ex- 
emplified by the Shoho—& tribe of inveterate 
beggars—for the dead are buried with their 
left hands extending above earth, still ask- 
ing alms. Every good Arab is buried with 
his face toward Mecca, his.sword and girdle 
and turban beside him. The women only 
mourn and hired female spt ae aed howl fot 
days.”’ 

The Irish and the Ashiri are not related 
but both hold wakes. The Ashtri, however, 
bury the dead in sitting position—and keep 
up the wake for weeks, besides furnishing 
food and fire for the corpse. The Balwa 
have no ceremony whatever and erect. no 
monuments. The Bongo sew the dead in 
sacks and bury them seated, the women 
facing south and the men north, and a drink- 
Ing vessel is placed on the cairn of stone 
above them. Their neighbors, the Dyur, bury 
the dead In mounds. 

The native of Nyasaland is the most com- 
fortable corpse of all. He is buried in 4 
hammock, swung between poles in the grave. 
A thatch is placed over the body and earth 
fille? in. The Greeks make a festival of a 
burial, the body being arrayed in costly 
clothes and propped up in an open coffin with 
a pillow of earth as it rides in state to the 
grave. In Cyprus the pillow is filled with 
lemon leaves. - 

The Arawaks of Guiana wrap the body ina 
hammock and bury it seated in a palm leaf 
limed grave, while the mourners scream and 
cut off their hair. The Land Dyas of Borneo 
cremate their dead, while the Sea Dyas bury 
theirs in fine raiment. Female mourners 
do all the mourning and line the graves with 
rare rugs. The burial places are avoided at 
all times. 


Probably the most economical funeral of 
all is among the Fans, who have no ceme- 
terles. They eat their dead. Out of respect 
they do not eat their own relatives, but 
trade them off to some other bereaved fam- 
ily. The question of weight is not con- 
sidered.

It means utilizing all 
those forces which produce impressions and 
crystallize opinions. It is the creating of 
prestige—that quality which causes others to 
accept a statement without question.” 

Certain firms and individuals have ac- 
quired a first class reputation for doing 
things particularly well. Where did they 
acquire their renown? Often through doing 
things particularly well and making big suc- 
cesses, but not seldom a careful investiga- 
tion will disclose the fact that they were by 
no means backward in letting other people 
know of their merits. It rarely if ever pays 
the worker to efface himself and slink back 
into the shade. If he does anything par- 
ticularly well he should do his utmost to see 
that he gets the proper amount of credit for 
it. Firms employ bookkeepers who must 
never overlook posting the smallest asset to 
the credit side of the ledgers. In the life of 
the ordinary individual, if, he doesn’t post 
his assets himself to his oWn credit he will 
find mighty few people who are willing to do 
it for him.

But until the banker is tried out and his disposition 
sounded and proved, he mist take the blue-gray suit 
of the untried prisoner of whatever place in life. Bige- 
low was dressed in this questionable blue-gray, took his 
meals with the general prisomer at the general tables, 
and slept in the narrow open cells of the general cell- 
house. 


; *& 
Keeping the Records of Other Prisoners. 

Bigelow, in common with ‘the banker type, was a 
model ‘prisoner’ from the first. He got his navy bfhe 
of the trusty in’a little while, and in a shorter while 
he was admitted’ to the record department of the prison, 
where, under the eye of Record Clerk Will McClaughry, 
he stands at a-desk today, pen in hand, entering the 
small item. that a certain convict has been given a new 
pair.of shoes; that another prisoner has broken a tool 
in the shops; ‘that still another convict has been ob- 
streperous and that marks are to be recorded against 
him. Account of the marks is kept against the of- 
fender in the handwriting of the Milwaukee: bank presi- 
dent. 

He is a. busy maa, all in all. He turns out of bed 
at 6 o’clock in the morning. He is at work at 7:30 
o’clock and at 12 o’clock he lines up with prisoners of 
the clerical force.for the march into the prison dining 
room, having washed and combed for the occasion in 
a general lavatory near at hand. He is at his desk 
again at 1 o'clock and at 6:30 o’clock he may prepare 
for -the silent march to supper. With supper done— 
having -pagsed the test that admits him to one of the 
three bed cellrooms in a building separated from the 

general. cells, tier upon tier in the main building, he 
may. read or talk quietly with whomsoever shares his 
cell with him. At 9 o’clock all lights must be out and 
all primeners in bed. 

* 
Best Bedrooms in the Establishment. 


“Quiet here” is the significant inscription over the 
head of the stairs leading to this segregated small prison 
housé—quiet Because of the fixed rules of the prison, 
and quiet because in leaving and entering the separate 
prison the rest and sleep of the night workers who 
share the builditig must not be disturbed. Underneath 
thie second floor are the “solitary” victims, the men 
who stand cuffed to the steel bars of the doorways in 


‘working: hours, looking into the blank darkness of a 


steel door closed In their faces. 

The three bed rooms of the prison bankers are nine 
wide and. thirty feet long.. There are sheets on the 
and slips on the pillows as there are all throug! 
prison. Lavatory and toilet basins are in each 

room, as there are in every cell in the great institution. 

e floors. are of steel and concrete, covered with a 

hining buff coating reflecting light like a waxed sur- 
face, but impossible of slipping upon. 
“ Blere the members of the National Bankers’ cajony 


strong and durable... They come from the tailor shop 
with heavy seams cut to the simplest lines. The winter 
weight wear is of canton, flannel, a little heavier than 
the plain cotton ‘of summer use. On each piece is 
stenciled the prisoner’s: number and: in the prison laun- 
dry the receiving boxes insure the: banker's receiving his 
own garment; however rough it may be: to skins used 
to the finest webs of the-loom. Bigelow’s one request 
of the prison at entering was.that he might retain his 
underwear, but he was advised against asking the privi- 
lege of the warden and he took the advice. 

Having risen at. 6 o’clock bugle and having dressed, 
the banker makes his bed. A ‘fixed style and a fixed 
neatness in spreading sheets, blankets, and pillows are 
required. Neatness and order are a prison law. He 
is washed and combed when under. the escort of a guard 
he takes up the march for breakfast in. the great, white 
dining room in the main building. 

The march is in double lines, each prisoner with fold- 
ed arms am the ban of absolute silence put upon 
every man. A halt is made in the corridor outside the 
great room and: at the word the double files march 
in where in five long rows of cross. tables of.scoured 
oak six bankers at a table may be seated, each with his 
graniteware plate and cup, and his knife and fork and 
spoon in front of him. But he may not be seated until 
the tap of a bel has admitted him, standing with 
folded arms in front of the drop seat and until another 
tap of the bell settles him in place with folded arms— 
and silence. A last tap releases him to begin upon the 
, ood that already is in plate and cup. 

* * 


Negroes and Indians as Table Mates. 

“ Bankers’ row” at table is far back over a gap of 
empty seats in the middle row of tables. The banker 
or the clerk is considered in this manner at table, partly 
because of his former table habits and necessities of 
diet, but far more because of his sedentary work. Or- 
dinarily the food for the man who works in the shops 
and out of doors is too heavy for the clerical worker. 
He géts less meat and more milk; he may have dipped 
toast instead of stale bread; hé May have butter. in 
greater quantity than goes to the artisan and builder. 
But the sick negro criminal, just out of hospital, or 
the Indian whose stomach may be upset and out of order 
finds his place at this table with the banker and touches 
elbows with him until he is restored to his normal ap- 
petite and digestion. And this Indian.or this negro 
may have come from the “solitary” and may be re- 
turned to it! 

Banker or negro burglar alike, wherever he may be 
seated, has all the food he wants. There is no stint .at 
any time. ‘The dining room squad are experts with the 
tray, ladle, and spoon, but at the bankers’ table they 
have less to do than anywhere else in the gregt hall. 

When the banker is done eating he places his plate 
and cup and knife and fork and. spoon in order and 
sits eréct and silent in his place until the last hungry 
laborer has eaten his last. gorging mouthful. At the 
tap of a bell he rises with the other 900 prisoners, 
standing with folded arms until the bell peal admits him 
to the aisle in double ranks again. Another tap of the 


bell and the members of the National Bankers’ colony &

jay march out again to work or to their cells in the 
prison house outside. 


This silent, treadmill. march of these men in and 


out in dead silence is a light in itself upon.prison pun- 
ishment. Bigelow, marching to*his meals under scrutiny 
of a prison discipline, must contrast this with the din- 
ing room etiquette and formality that obtained in his 
stately mansion in the first city of Wisconsin. In 
sharper contrast, perhaps, are the prison work, the 
prison fumber, and the prison bed. These are not in 
the nature of punishment to the coarse grained, low 
criminal who may be taking ‘his first lessons in com- 
munity law and order, but they are eruel, wearing in- 
flictions upon the banker colonist, however his judgment 
may point thd necessity of the discipline. 

A look at the bankers’ tables when a meal of pork 
and cabbage; onions, bread, butter, and watér has been 
served, is something to appeal to one’s sense of ques- 
tioning proportionate punishment for crime. There are 
sound stomachs which will not reduce boiled cabbage 
to digestive form; there are stomachs which do not take 
kindly to onions; there are palates which refuse the fat 
of pork. These may be pointed out when the meal is 


‘done. 


Here is the graniteware plate with its untouched 
first heaping of the brown cabbage; the red onion is 
gone; on'v a fragment of the fat pork is left. There 
the pile of cabbage is marked by only the stalky por- 
tion, the meat is scarcely touched, and the onion has 
disappeared: Yonder is the plate in which knife nor 
fork has left its mark and where the square of corn- 
bread scarcely is. marred.

The guards will 
pe gone this afternoon from the corridors for the one 
Lhaif day’s liberty of the week, and the supper of brown 
gingerbread. and water will be eaten in the cells: or 
choking, it will be nibbled and laid aside as mere prison 
garbage. 

And of all days in the week this Sabbath day will 
be hardest to bear, In the colony of national bankers, 
resting according to the ethics of the Leavenworth 
simple life.

Sounds in Old. Corridors. 


The inside walls of the old jail are absolutely barren 
of plaster—just the brick and the cement. between 
them. It opens into the new jail, the big, commodious 
structure that faces on Dearborn avenue and complete- 
ly hides from view the old structure, where the hang- 
ings take place. There is a barred door and a‘solid steel

Substituted Bogus Stones. 


Something in her actions rendered the clerk sus- 
picious. She turned to walk out, and a detective who 
was nearby was signaled. He met madame at the 
door, and detained her on some pretext for a moment 
while the expert was looking at the necklace. It 
was seen at once that bogus jewels had been sub- 
stituted for the original piece, and the woman was 
held and searched. The original necklace wes found 
in her handbag. 

The greatest jewel robbery in the world was that 
of the diamotid necklace purchased by Cardinal de 
Rohan for Marie Antoinette. It was made by the 
court jeweler, Boehmer, and was valued at $3,500,000. 
The cardinal was hopelessly in love with the queen, 
who did‘ not care for him, but was too much of a 
woman to refase a gift so tempting. The necklace 
was given to the queen’s trusted servant, and never 
was seen again, although the most celebrated de- 
tectives in: the oat, were put upon the case. it 
almost is certain now'that the necklace was taken to 
pieces and the diamonds sold separately in England 
many years afterward. But the thief never was dis- 
covered. This robbery formed an attractive theme 
for Carlyle, Dumas, and many writers of less note.

But’ I want to tell you that I 
wouldn’t stay in this place alone.” 


Mysterious Lights and Sounds. 

The prisoners are frank to admit that they fear to 
remain in the place and are frightened at night. 

“TI know there are’ ghosts here,” said one. “A few 
nights ago I woke up and there was a dim light over 
my cot. I felt a hand placed on my head, and then the 
light went out. I jumped up, but the cell door was 
locked. No living man could -have possibly been.in my 
cell. -You ask me is this placed haunted; I know it is 
haunted.” : 

Nearly every prisoner has heard the mysterious 
poundings as if the scaffold: was being put in place by 


the carpenters, and during exercise hour they are dis- 
cussing the“ haunted jail,” 

One prisoner, a young: man, was so frightened. by one 
night’s stay in the old jaM that Jailer Whitman, upos 
hearing his story, caused him to be removed to the 
new part. He asserted that. while wide awake he wit- 
nessed the executions of a dozen men, among them being 
the car barn bandits. He asserted that he had not 
slept throughout the: night.

Visions of Nacieil Hangings. 

“Why?” replied the prisoner. “Because these men 
you have put out of existence were keeping me awake. 
They were hanging men in my cell. How could I sleep? 
How can any one sleep in this place?” 


The 124 prisoners in the old jail do not sleep peace- 


fully, although some of them are wont to laugh at the 
superstition of others. However, the mysterious whist- 
ling sounds of the wind, the creaking of the windows, 
the pounding of the steam pipes, and the other myste- 
rious noises that exist in all old structures disturb 
their slumbers. . 

When Jailer Whitman was asked if the old jail was 


haunted he said that he had often inclined to believe 


it was, but that, after an investigation, he had usually 
been able ‘to explain the most mysterious things. with 
natural causes. - 

“I know of no way to determine whether the old 
jail is or is not haunted,” he says. .‘@ertainly it is a 
likely place for ghosts, if such things exist. Forty-five 
men have been hung in those old corridors, and one, at 
least, Neidermefer, vowed to come back to do us injury.

Jailer Whitman’s Views. 


“There are mysterious happenings in the old struc- 
ture, but I guess such things occur in all old buildings. 
I would keep no prisoners in the place M it were not 
absolutely necessary.- The. new jail is full, and there 
are 125 prisoners being kept at present In the old jail. 
They are frightened nights, that is, a large majority 
of them are. Every sound disturbs them, and, while I 
know it to be true that they have this creepy feeling 


that the old place is haunted, I am unable to relieve.

new jail. When some person more superstitious than 
the others ig brought i I seek to make a place for him 
that will not cause him undue fear. - 

“My principle-has been -to place the new prisnners 
in the old jail and then bring them into the larger struc- 
ture whenever possible. Whenever there is to be a hang- 
ing, or just after one, a lot of grewsome stories are told 
that causes the men in their loneliness to become super- 
stitious, and the story of the haunted jail is a natural 
sequence. There aré many in the cells and some of the 
trusties who believe =e re is haunted. 


Steam Pipes pe Practical Jokers? 


“ While, personally, I have no belief in ghosts, I must 
admit there have been some strange happenings in the 
old jail, if I am to beMeve the reports of the ‘guards. 
I think, though, that, between the strange noises that 
occur in all old buildings and the jokes that are played 
upon fellow employés, all these strange happenings can 
be explained naturally. I have not gone further into 
the matter than to decide that the pounding that was 
thought so mysterious was merely the pounding of the 
steam pipes, and that «he chairs turned around and 
things of that kind were the work of a practical joker.” 


'S ALL OVER theWORLD 


During the reign of Charles IL, the celebrated Ool, 
Blood coneocted a scheme,to steal the crown jewels of 
Alsatia. He nearly succeeded, and the strangest part 
of the story follows, when ét is told that instead of 
being punished he was pardoned by the King, who 
awarded him a life pension of $2,500 a year. Of course 
there was some inside history, or intrigue, connected 
with this bold attempt, though the world perhaps never 
will know the details. 

It is no wonder, perhaps, that stealing diamonds is 
the most attractive of all forms of theft. A fortune 
may be carried in the palm of a hand, and the diamond, 
removed from its setting, is hard to trace. Then, it is 
eurrent at its value all over the world more than the 
coinage of any country, and with a number of stones in 
his possession the thief may travel from place to place, 
disposing of them safely at such times as may be con- 
venient.

It is worth noting, however, that even this seductive 
form of thievery does not prove profitable to those that 
engage in it. Their money does them little good, and 
as a rule they are caught and sentenced—if not the first 
time, then the second, or the tenth.

“The money you get does you no good, and 
you always are under a cloud of apprehension. The 
thief never has a peaceful or a happy momeht.” 

Indeed if we may believe the testimony of notorious 
criminals who have played the game out to the end 
there is no form of wrongdoing that pays. “The way 
of the transgressor is hard,” whether the trdnsgressor 
be @ diamond thief or a pickpocket. In the end when 
he comes to cast up his accounts—leaving out all the 
moral aspects of the case, and the riches of a good con- 
science—the criminat finds that he is bankrupt and 
friendless and homeless. |

Frank Keenan, who plays the principal 
man's part in the support of Blanche Bates 
in “The Girl of the Goiden West,” is the 
man who more than anybody else regrets 
that the present craze for one act dramas 
came as late as it: did.

earth. This fellow from town has assailed 
the happiness of a trusting country girl, and 
is destrous of doing similar damage to a mis- 
trustful city girl; he is a sentimental villain 
In the one case and a mercenary scoundret 
in the other; and when he risks his life in a 
joint effort with the true love of the city girl 
to save the life of the true lover of the country 
girl, the audience instinctively wishes that 
he may drown and the other fellows swim 
out. That is the only upshot that will clear 
the way to two happy weddings. As in the 
novel, so in the play, the problem of the 
plot is solved by the death of the false wooer 
in the storm and the safe return to shore of 
the fond and honest two Cape Cod fishermen. 

The moving picture of a storm on the New- 
foundland coast is vivid. Warlier in the act 
the painting of the scene, with its atmos- 
pheric portents of a furious storm, looks 
unnatural to landlubbers’ gaze, and when the 
Cape Cod folks east their eyes to wind’ard 
and the weather wisest old cod salter among 
them says he hain’t seed sech an alarmin’ 
sky sence '69 the weather predictions should 
read: “Cape Cod fishermen will have a 
time getting to heaven through the storm 
that Satan is blowing up while the Lord 
isn’t watching out.”” But it Is the third act 
of the drama and.something must be done to 
lift “‘Cape Cod Folks” above the level of 
ordinary rural plays. So the stagecraft of 
the producer is focused on that storm. The 
psychological value, let me repeat, les in 
the bad lover putting out to sea to save the 
g00d lover of the girl he has mistreated, ac- 
companied by her brother, who loves the 
other girl whom he, the bad lover, wants to 
marry for a sordid purpose. When once you 
get that right you can understand how é¢ager 
the spectators are to see the two float back 
to their sweethearts and the one sink out of 
sight, to plague them no more. There is a 
tremendous sloshing of water. a vivid flash- 
ing of lightning, a reverberation of thunder, 
momentary glimpses of oarsmen in a boat 
pulling to and from a foundering schooner, 
and vociferous dpplause when the curtain 
falls.

Karle Brown and Charles Mackey are the 
pleasurable actors of the worthy lovers; 
yet probably I wouldn’t mention them but 
that I wish to make a paragraph about Ed- 
ward J. Ratcliffe, the actor of the lover who 
isn't worthy until he gives up his life in atone- 
ment for his evilconduct. Ratcliffe once was 
a favorite actor in the then famous but now 
bygone company of the Lyceum theater. He 
was a matinée idol, and one of his wor- 
shipers was the young daughter of a profes- 
sional gambler. He married her: against 
her father’s desire, and the romance of their 
wedlock , soon ended- with prosy life in a 
small flat, for he was dismissed from tne 
Lyceum and she was disowned by her fat n--. 
One day they quarreled and fought over the 
cooking of a dinner, for shad no servant, 
He was strong and brutal, she was weak but 
exasperating, and she gotcruelly hiurt. Then 
the gambler spent money freely to prosecute 
the wife beater, and he was sent to the peni- 
tentilary. He deserved the three months’ im- 
prisonment, I don’t doubt it, but in addition 
to that he has been punished by years and 
years of banishment from Broadway. Man- 
agers wouldn't engage him to play heroes 
and he could not bear t6 figure as a villain 
before the people who had applauded him 
for mimic virtues, Not till now has he ven- 
tured into New York in the role of a rascal, 
who redeems himself by dying bravely, But 
he won’t come before the curtain with the 
others after the scene of storm and rescue. 
Does he dread that some one in the audience 
has overlooked his act of redemption, and 
will hiss him for/an ordinary villain?

The sea storm in “ Brewster’s Millions” 
broke in a New Jersey suburban town, but 
it headed for New York. The Frederick 
Thompson who conceived and executed the 
spectacles which made the Hippodrome 
famous, and emptied the treasury of the 
company with the expenditures, saw a chance 
for a tremendous imitation tempest in George 
Barr McCutcheon’s story of a chap who, by 
the provisions of a will, had to spend one 
million in a year or lése his inheritance of 
seven millions. So, while the novel was be- 
ing turned into the first, second, and fourth 
acts of a farce—the only feasible treatment 
of the whimsical tale for stage purposes-— 
Thompson worked with painters, carpenters, 
and electricians on a melodramatic third act 
which would show a storm astonishingly. 

Up to this point Brewster had rid himself 
of only half a million. He ts barred from 
giving any money away outright, or losing 
it intentionally by bad investments, and no 
one must know the reason for his profligacy. 
Therefore his singular conduct makes his 
friends doubt his sanity and convinces -his 
eweetheart that he is faithless. He has 
used up all but a month and a half of his 
time, but has got rid of only half of his 
money. The character is personated with 
full flavored humor by Edward 8. Abeles, a 
young actor with the skill of an old one, and 
whose versatility seemed for years to doom 
him to obscurity in the varying disguises 
of service for star actors with never the op- 
portunity to become a star himself. He was 
sure of a good salary, but almost hopeless of 
fame. But his time came when Thompson 
looked around for a comic yet handsome 
actor, clever yet still young, to depict the 
eccentricities of Monty Brewster, the freak- 
ish spendthrift. The play, as shaped by 
Winchell Smith and Byron Ongley, is farce 
fantastic enough to be a libretto for comic 
opera, but Abeles holds it as close as possible 
to probability. He backs a talentless prima 
donna, publishes a brainless author’s book, 
plunges madly in Wall street flimflam specu- 
lations,’and maintains bachelor apartments 
in reckless magnificence, but the good luck 
of his wild ventures is bad luck to his pros- 
pect of getting the seven millions. Asa you 
can see, there is a plenty of farcical material 
in all that. 

At this juncture Thompson's storm clears 
the sky for Monty Brewster. He has set out 
on. the costiiest of steam yachts, 4 mansion 
afloat, accompanied by a coterie of friends, 
in the forlorn hope that Providence may 
guide the voyage to a haven in the surro- 
gate’s office. The yacht is cruising on the 
Mediterranean. The work of Thompsons 
painters and carpenters is visible on the rise 
of the curtain on the third act, and some of 
the skill of his electrician is In evidence. A 
clear sky is filled by scurrying clouds. A 
calm sea breaks into turbulent waves. There 
is thunder, lightning, and allthat. Belasco 
ies made to look like a few cents, and the 
hippodrome like not many. It is the climax 
and acme of storms. Andits dramatic value 
is that Brewster filles a signal of distress, a 
vessel comes to the rescue, he gets a receipt 
for a salvage claim of half a million, is en- 
abled to explain that he isn’t a lunatic, and 
the way opened for him to get the seven 
millions in the fourth act.
